The Acts which are of a public natiire, but limited in their 
operation, such as relate to turnpike roads, &c., are deno- 
minated Local Acts, to which belong the second series of 
numbers or chapters. The third class of Acts consists of 
such as are of a more private nature, and relate to inclosures 
of common lands, family estates, naturalisation, dissolution 
of marriages, &c., and are called Private Acts.

The most complete is by Mr. Owen Ruffhead ,* the next, 
by Serjeant Runnington ; and the least extensive collec- 
tion is by Messrs. Tomlins and Raithbt. These are 
continued annually from the period of the Union with Ire- 
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land, 1801, by one series, now edited by N. Simons, Esq. 
Tha*e are also two editions in 8vo., commencing with Magna 
Cbarta, the best by Mr. Danby Pickering, and the other 
by Mr. Raithbt : both are continued annually by one serieo^ 
sunilar in size.
